Hammond  Police. 


The  organization  of  the  force  is  according  to 
the  metropolitan  police  system.  The  prospective 
member  of  the  force  must  be  of  the  regulation 
height  and  weight,  and  must  be  between  the 
ages  of  twenty-four  and  thirty-foi)r  years  of  age. 
It  is  not  the  policy  of  the  commissioners  to  take 
on  to  the  force  older  men  .because  it  is  due  to 
the  city  have  as  much  prospective  service  as 
possible  before  the  member  is  retired  and  be- 
comes a  claimant  upon  the  pension  fund.  The 
pension  fund  is  made  up  from  a  per  cent  from 
the  policeman's  salary,  the  city  sustaining  where 
there  may  be  a  deficit.  There  is  one  pensioner 
upon  the  roll  at  present.  This  pension  is  tlie 
widow  of  a  deceased  officer. 

Chief  of  Police  Pctir  Austgen  has  been  a 
member  of  tiie  force  sii.ce  1','Ul.  During  the 
time  of  hii  service  to  th.e  city  of  Hammond  in 
this  capa:ity  lie  has  passed  throu,.'h  the  various 
grades  of  rank  from  patrolman  to  chief,  a  fact 
which  indicates  very  clearly  that  he  has  been 
effective  and  efficient,  which  certainly  is  the 
case  or  he  could  not  have  attained  his  present 
high  position.  A  characteristic  of  the  man  and 
conversely  of  the  whole  force  is  reflected  in  an 
instance  that  occurred  a  year  or  two  since.  A 
very  old  lady  was  on  her  way  from  the  interior 
of  the  state  of  Michigan  to  the  city  of  Chicago 
where  she  would  be  received  by  her  son.  When 
she  reached  Hammond  on  a  Wabash  train  she 
became  confused  and  alighted  from  the  train  and 
wandered  about  the  streets  in  an  aimless  way 
and  hid  some  of  her  valuables  and  sum  of  mon- 
ey under  a  house  porch.     The  police  wfere  sum-

moned  and  Chief  Austgen  went  himself  to  in- 
vts'.i^a'e  the  circumstance.  As  soon  as  the  old 
lady  saw  him  she  rushed  to  him  and  gave  him 
her  p:;cket  book  .which  also  contained  a  large 
sum  of  money,  and  incoherently  tried  to  tell  him 
her  s'ory  and  the  connection  she  expected  to 
mike.  Kindly  the  chief  deciphered  the  situa- 
tion, found  the  money  and  jewels  that  had  been  ' 
left  and  forgotten  in  an  obscure  place,  and  com- 
mur.irated  with  the  son  to  whom  the  mother  was 
restored  with  all  of  her  money  jewels.  As  a  ■ 
momento  of  their  gratitude  for  the  chief's  kind- 
ness and  effectiveness  he  wears  a  fine  gold  but- 
ton. In  good  taste  in  this  conntction  will  be  an 
encomium  passed  to  the  chief  from  one  of  the 
rros;  prominent  lawyers  in  the  city  of  Ham- 
mond: "Chief  Austgen  is  a  man  of  keen  sensi- 
bility, most  e.xcellent  judgment,  and  great  re- 
serve force,  and  is  loyal  to  the  trust  given  into 
his  hands  by  the  city  of  Hammond." 

Captain  Fred  G.  Rimbach  was  appointed  to 
the    force    in    19U1.     He    was    patrolman    three 
yeais.     Subsequently    for   three    years    he    was 
secretary  of  the  board  of  police.     Then  for  three 
years   he  was  chief    of    police.     During  his  in-    •■ 
cumbjncy  of  this  office  the  Standard  Steel  works    : 
were  instituted   in    Hammond,  and    the  Gibson    . 
yards  were  established.     Any  one  living  here  at    . 
that  time  will  surely  knov/  that  it  was  a  trying 
measure  of  credit  that  was  due  the  chief.     Dur- 
ing the  past  three  years  Officer  Rimbach  has  been 
captai.i;   thus   having   nearly    filled   out    twelve 
veais  of  loyal  service  to  the  city. 

Captain  George  T.  Hanlon  is  to  the  manor 
born  a  policeman,  lithe  and  st.-ong,  kindly  dis- 
posed but  having  an  inexorable  sense  of  justice, 
and  a  power  of  action  which  every  crook  or  law- 
breaker knows  whose  crimes  or  misdemeanors 


Peter  Austgen. 
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has  biout;ht  him  into  contact  with  Captain  Han- 
Ion.  Cur  captain  entered  the  public  service  of 
the  city  o£  Hammond  in  1901,  and  has  justly  and 
fairly  succeeded  to  the  higher  honors  of  responsi- 
ble position  as  captain  of  the  police  force.  He 
has  adaptibility  as  well  as  force  and  energy,  and 
can  command  a  corps  ol  young  America  as  easily 
as  a  body  of  poli:c_  and  is  equally  at  home  in 
conducting  a  monsler  parade.

That  whi.h  may  be  termed  the  legislative 
body  of  ihe  police  force  are  the  police  commis- 
■  sioners,  v/ho  in  this  instance  are  Anton  Tapper. 
George  Drackcrt  ai'.d  William  J.  Thompson,  who 
determine  all  mattcis  pertaining  to  the  organi- 
zation, character  and  maintenance  of  the  force. 
They  aie  the  cus'oJians  and  disbursers  of  all 
funds  for  the  department.  Their  responsibili- 
ties r-.re  gieat,  but  their  abilities  are  equally  so. 
A  persDnil  v.'ord  will  not  be  inappropriate,  be- 
C3u:2  they  are  gentlemen  and  Hammond  has  ap- 
pointed them  a  weighty  task. 

ANTON  TAPPER 
As  boy  and  man  Mr.  Tapper  has  spent  his 
life  in  Hammond  and  has  seen  the  city  of  Ham- 
mond grow  from  nothing  to  a  metropolis.  A  chief 
characteristic  of  his  life  has  been  his  loyalty  to 
'the  city.  He  has  bten  a  moving  factor  in  its  de- 
velopment as  may  be  seen  in  the  magnificent 
buildings  which  he  has  projected,  such,  for  in- 
stance, as  the  Citizens  German  National  Bank 
building  and  his  own  residence.  He  has  always 
maintained  a  violent  opposition  to  public  vice 
in  whatsoever  form.  By  reason  of  his  business 
qualifications,  financial  ability  and  sound  judg- 
ment he  is  a  valuable  man  for  the  head,  as  pres- 
iJenl    of  tlic  ooU:e  dcjartment.

He  does 
not  expect  good  work  except  from  ablest  men 
composing  the  police  force,  and  then  only  when 
they  are  in  numbers  sufficient,  and  are  well 
equipped  and  adequately  supplied.
